The four fir General Comet of Mee Gn | 
ſtantinople, Epheſus and Chalcedon, (which | 
the Great profeſſed that he embraced as the 
Goſpels) confined the juriſdiction of the 
of Rome, equally with the other Patriarchs, to 
their reſpective Sees or Dioceſes, The Council of 
Nice, A. D. 325, divided the Regiment of the 
whole Chriſtian Church into four Patriarchal Sees, 
viz. Rome, Alexandria, Antioch, and Jeruſalem. 

To theſe was afterwards added the See of Conflan« 
tinople, when that city became the Reſidence of 
the Roman Emperors. The Couneil of Conftan- 
tinople, A. D. 381, gave Rome the 
not of juriſdiction but of order, ſueh as to ſit firſt, 
vote firſt, on account of the ancient imperial rank 
of that City. At the fame time, by their /# 
cond Canon, they enjoined the Biſhops of one 
dioceſe not to meddle, under any pretence, in the 
affairs of another ; and rolnbited appeals to the 

ſee of Rome from other fes. And by their 
third Canon, raiſing the See of Conſtantinople over 
the heads of the Reſt, they placed it next in rank 


to that of Rome. (See Labbei Conciſia. Tom. 2. 
p. 947 2 Which was afterwards ot Come 
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Council of Chalcedon, A.D. 451. (See Celle. 
Tom. 4. p. 838.) 


1. About this period, a practice was introduced, 
of which the ever vigilant policy of the Roman 
Pontiffs availed itſelf to extend their Juriſdiction. 
The Tranſalpine Biſhops, after the fifth century, 
were accuſtomed to undertake pilgrimages to viſit 
the tombs of St. Peter and St. Paul at Rome; either 
out of bigotry and ſuperſtition, or elſe, to ſhew 
their approbation and adoption of the doctrine of 


theſe Apoſtles. This voluntary act of devotion; 


was afterwards, converted by the Roman Pontiffs, 
into an act of neceſſity, and the Biſhops who ne- 
glected doing ſo, were excommunicated. . And 
<« from this cuſtom,” ſays the judicious Puffendorf,* 
e without doubt, the Popes have - pretended to 
4 oblige all Biſhops to take their confirm Ad -- 
% Rome. 
2. To this we may add, the reſided pole or 
_— Ng Legates in the ſeveral kingdoms of Eu- 
pe, with commiſſion, to watch over the intereſts 
of the See of Rome, and to prevent any meaſures 
detrimental thereto. Theſe Legates, in return, and 


alſo, to render their own office more reſpectable, 


omitted no opportunity of extending the Pope's 
juriſdiction. Ihus, the French Hiſtorians tell us, 
that when the Emperor Honorius, early in the fifth 
century, had erected the city of Arles into a me- 
tropolis over ſeven of the ſixteen provinces into 
which France was at that time divided; the Pope, 
apprehenſive that the Archbiſhop of Arles might 


erect himſelf into a Patriarch of the whole kmg- 


dom, appointed him his . or Vicar Gauen

- When Charlemagne 3 his 
defire of reforming Church diſcipline, Boniface 
readily undertook that province, and held a' coun- 
eil in Ge as alſo ſeveral Synods in France 
at the requeſ of Pepin In all which aſſemblies, 
he preſided fanquam Legatus fedis Romanæ, to the 
no ſmall advantage of the Romiſh See. For, in 
the ret Council, the clergy figned a confeſſion of 
Faith, whereby they bound themſelves to perſſſt in 
the Catholic Faith ; profeſſed themſelves members "of 
the Church f Rome; and vowed an eternal reſpect 
and obedience to St. Peter's Succeſſors. This fame 
Boniface (generally called the Apgſtie of the Ger- 
mans) perſuaded the Biſhops of Germany to accept 
of the 2 from the Pope; who afterwards intro- 
duced this ceremony into France, in order to bind 
the French prelates thereby the faſter to his in- 
tereſts; and ſo ſoon as he had once accuſtomed 
them to the uſe of that ſort of Robe, he after- 
wards impoſed it as an indiſpenſible requiſite, and 


forbad them the exerciſe of any Epiſcopal Funce- 


uon, until they ſhould have received the Pall from | 
Rome.

6. That this oath, however, was by no means in 
4 general uſe about this period, is evident from a 
collection of fixteen of the moſt ancient Latin 
Rituals by Morini, in his curious work, De 
Sacris Eccleſia ordinationibus. Paris, 1655. Theſe, 
exhibit a clear view of the Ordinations of the 
<veftern Church, and of their ſucceſſive variations 
for feven ages, commencing from the begin. 

ning of the ſixth century; and demonſtrate, that 

the preſent Romiſh Ritual deviates as widely from 
the ancient and e forms of ordination in 
the Latin Church, as our Reformed Ritual from 
the Romiſh ; fo as entirely to do away the ſcruples 
raiſed by the Controverfialiſts of that Au 
againſt the validity of our Ordinations, drawn 
from our departure from their forms. 

In none of thofe Rituals is there the ſmalleſt | 
trace to be found of any oath to be taken by 
Biſhops to the Pope. In the ſeventh Ritual, p. 290, 

compoſed about the year 850, a promiſe indeed
